Wasurmoron, D. C., May 20.—The Sioux dele- } 


gatiom promises to be troublesome and expen- 
sive. The more their real sentiments are 
learned through the medium of their interpre- 
ters, the more certain it seems that they are dis- 
satisfied with their reception here, and ill dis- 
posed to aceede to the wishes of those who bring 
them. The purpose of their mission seems to be 
a great scold. The discontent with which they 
started from their respective agencies they still 
harbor. Three of the moss influential of the 
younger warriors of the Sioux refused 
to come because they were. nob. per 
mitted to choose interpreters acceptable 
to themselves. These three are Red 
Dog, Yellow Bear, and Young-Man-Afraid-of-His- 
Horse. The latter is the sole hereditary Chief 
of the Sioux tribes, and represents the opposing 
faction to the Red Cloud dynasty. Red Cloud 
in fact, is . 

NWOT A HEREDITARY CHIEF, 
but a usurper who, a few years since, through 
the Great Council, succeeded in deposing the 
hereditary line now represented by ‘* Young-Man 
Afraid-of-His-Horse.” It is impossible to arrive 
at any successfal result as regards the modifica- 
tion of the Black Hills treaty. with- 
out the support of the large faction of 
the tribes represented by the three Chefs 
above named. Red Dog is admitted to be the 
most eloquent orator of the tribe. The Chiefs 
who have come, and who represent the opposing 
faction, are not satisfied with their interpreters, 
now that they are here. Two or three French 
and Yapkee half-breeds, husbands to squaw 
women living with the Sioux, came with them to 
abt as interpreters, but, unfortunately, they do 
not possess the confidence of the Government, 
Hinman, the Protestant missionary to the Bioux, 
whom the Government authorities have 
ed the official interpreter, is not, as it had been 
discovered to-day, satisfactory to Red Clond or 
to Spotted Tail. Both these Chiefs said to-day 
that they

As the game di 
Indians gather at the agencies to demand sup- 
port, but the increased spirit of economy, as 
well as the avarice of thieving traders, is cutting 
short the amount of the annual supply of che 
appropriation.

A 
gentleman of this city, ene of the warmest 
personal friends of her husband, succeeded in 
obtaining an interview; and then free access 
to her at all times. During a period of more 
than a year, during which he visited her 
mainly at her special request, she never failed 
to begin the interview with a minute detail 
of the events of that fatal Friday on 
which her husband was murdered. This same 
story was repeated at every interview, and al- 
most in the exact words each time. It had 
engrossed her mind to the exclusion of all 
other things past and present, except the 
gloomy apprehension that she was reduced 
to t. At last, he proposed that she leave 
the and buy a house, furnish it, and 
receive friends, and have some cares to divert 
her mind. She at last consented, and he 
states that during the few months in which 
the house was purchased, and she was en- 
gaged in furnishing it, and thus had active 
employment, she was comparatively happy, 
and had shaken off the terror and wretched- 
ness which had previously afflicted her. But

there was nothing more to be done, her home 
again became a sort of prison, and she re- 
lapsed into all the old gloom, despondency, 
fluences, she did many things which were 
surprising, if not. painful, to her friends.

MECKLENBURG IN IIS GLORY. 
Yesterday was the centennial of the aileged 


Mecklenburg Declaration of Independence, 
or rather the alleged centennial of the Dec- 
laration, for the famots manifesto was really 
made, though probably not in the form or at 
the time now claimed for it. It is not denied 
that a mild set of resolutions were passed at 
Charlotte, the county-seat of Mecklenburg 
County, May 31, 1775, and it is difficult to 
believe that a much more vigorous manifesto 
was put forth by the same sort of meeting in 
the same town eleven days before. Nothing 
was heard of the latter for y fifty years. 
Then the pre-Revolutionary Wlics still left 
Alive in Mecklenburg got together, wrote out 
a sketch of the Declaration as it lingered 
in their feeble old memories, and publish- 
ed it as the ‘real thing. ‘Thero was not 
a shred of documentary evidence submitted. 
And yet, on this flimsy foundation, the hon- 
esty of Tuomas JErrzRson is impeached, and 
he is accused of wilfully plagiarizing the 
Declaration of Independence! The argu- 
ment for the authenticity of the Mecklen- 
burg paper is, in brief, this: In the first 
place, several survivors of the Revolutionary 
era, who had been present at the meeting at 
Charlotte, testified to the genuineness of the 
paper. But this testimony was given forty- 
four years afterwards, mainly by very old 
men, and by men who had hundreds of times 
read and repeated the national Declaration 
of Independence. Was it not natural, was 
it not practically inevitable, that the 
catch-words- of the latter should linger 
in their feeble memories and be uncon- 
sciously reproduced when they tried to 
recollect their own Declaration? Some mis- 
take in time was to be expected after the 
lapse of se many years, It is only strange 
that it was not greater than eleven days. So 
much for the first part of the argument. 
Secondly, the man who published the reso- 
tione in 1819, Jouw MoKurrr Armor, 
was Secretary of the Mecklenburg Committee, 
the quasi-revolutionary body which passed 
the original set, and preserved the journal of 
ita proceedings. This was burnt, however, 
with his house, in 1800. Before that time, 
Amin had made and given away two 
copies of the Declaration. One of these has 
never been heard of. After the publication, 
aud not until the question had be- 
come @ disputed one, impartiality in which 
was practically impossible for a North Caro- 
limian, Gov. Sroxes, of that State, testified 
that he had seen the other of these copies in 
1793, and that it was the samie as the paper 
published. This testimony, it is to be ob- 
served, was given after the lapse of nearly 
thirty years, and was necessarily partial. 80 
that we have, in the second place, the recol- 
lection by one man of a paper burned nine- 
teen years before, backed up by the recollec- 
tion by another of the contents of an alleged 
copy of that paper which he had seen thirty 
years before. This is, wo believe, a fair state- 
ment. It certainly does not uphold the Meck- 
lenburg side of the case. Tuomas Jerrreson 
and the Philadelphia Declaration are still a 
little ahead. 

Yesteday, however, they did not stand a 
ghost of a chance, down in Carolina. The 
cannon which roared glory for Mecklenburg 
roared defiance at them. The orators flout- 
ed at them, and convineed every true- 
born Mecklenburger of the genuineness of 
his Declaration,—a task which was the easier 
for the fact that every one of them was 
already so fully convineed of it that wild 
horses could not tear it ont of him. And 
since the celebrators believed in their pet 
delusion, the eelobration was none the less 
hearty and none the less productive of 
good, North Carolina deserved a centennial 
celebration on general principles, for she 
was one of the first States, and perhaps the 
first, to fight; she suffered greatly during the 
Revolution, but never complained; she was 
slow to secede, and did so af last with regret ; 
she has allowed little proscription within her 
borders sinee the close of the War; and she 
is now apparently prospefing as she de- 
serves.

PRAYERS AND OPTIONS. 

There is a story told of a French priest, in 
a province that had been visited with a long 
drought, who assembled his parish and de- 
voted several hours to fervent prayer for 
rain. The prayers were so efficacious that 
the rain came down in torrents before the 
services were concluded. As the priest had 
forgotten to bring his umbrella with him, he 
retired to his closet, while the congregation 
were returning thanks, and prayed for a tem- 
porary suspension of the rgin until he could 
reach home, in which he was not so success- 
ful. We are reminded of the story by the 
gossip on Change concerning the growing 
crop. One of the stories told yesterday was 
to the effect that 2 Governor of one of the 
grasshopper States has issued a proclamation 
advising the people to meet in their churches, 
and, by united prayer, appeal to Heaven to 
avert the threatened plagne; aud that the 
same Governor is at the same time long on 
100,000 bushels of wheat. The question dis- 
cussed was whether the official was wanting 
in faith in the efficacy of prayer, or whether 
his patriotism was so much superior to his 
selfishness as to induce him to resort to prayer 
against his own interests. 

If there is any truth to this story, it will 
certainly be interesting to watch the results 
as well as to speculate on the motives and 
sensations of the Governor meanwhile. It 
may be that he is a follower of Tyxpaxz, and 
is willing to venture the margin on a hundred 
thousand bushels of wheat in a practical 
prayer-gauge. Certainly there conld not be 
a more favorable application of TDA 
proposition, so far as the Christians sro 
concerned. There would be the Lord 
and the Church on one side, and on the other 
the grasshoppers and the Devil,—for his Sa- 
tanio Majesty would certainly pat forth his 
best efforts in favor of the Board of Trade 
operation. It would be curious, also, to 
watch the effects of such atest upon the 
regular members of the Chicago Board. 
There would be more church-going and pray- 
ing in that body than there has ever been 
before, The “shorts” would marshal as a 
body and attend church every Sunday, and 
put in a regular appearance at all the special 
services. The “longs,” on the other hand, 
could best serve their cause and propitiate 
their patron by following their usual avo- 
cations. Meanwhile, the long Governor, 
like the French priest, may retire to his 
closet and pray for a continuation of the lo- 
custs until he can “ get out.” 

We have an idea that there will be neither 
more nor less grasshoppers on account of 
prayers or the failure to pray on this specific 
matter. The best answer ever made to Tru 
DALL's suggestion is that it would be sacrile- 
gious to address the Lord, and implore a re- 
versal of any natural laws for the benefit of 
any particular locality, class, or population in 
a formal trial of the y of ‘prayer. 
This answer will apply to a locust-plague as 
well as anything else. It has been discovered 
that the locusts prevail in any section they 
infest two seasons; they fly over the first 
season, and drop their eggs which develop 
into “ hoppers” the next season, which fly 
off to another section. If this is the natural 
law that governs their existence, we cannot 
believe that Lord will reverse 
it on account of ‘pupplications. He pats no 
restraint, however, on man’s ingenuity to over- 
come the plagues, torments, and inconven- 
iences of Nature, and we are inclined to 
believe that more can be accomplished in 
fighting the grasshopper by enlisting the 
active co-operation of scientific and practical 
men than by devoting the same amount of 
time and money to specific prayer for an in- 
terference in natural laws which the Lord is 
not likely to undertake. The “ longs on 
wheat have more to fear, and the shorts” 
more te hope for, from human ingenuity, ex- 
perience, pluck, and application than from 
the interferenée of Providence in this visita- 
tion of locusts.

JESSE D. BRIGHT. 


DEATH OF THE EX-SENATOR AT BALTIMORE. 
Barons, Md., May 20.—Hon. Jesse D. 
Bright, ex-U. 8. Senator from Indiana, died at 
his residence in this city to-day of crganie dis- 
ease of the heart, aged 63. 
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THES LATE JESSE b. BRIGHT. 

Juen D. Bricur, whose name was once 
familiar to the American people as a politician, 
was born at Norwich, Chenango County, N 
York, Dec. 18, 1812; and was, when he died, 
in his 63d year. In early life he settled in In- 
diana, and in time was admitted to the practice 
of law. He was a Democrat. He served 
a short time as Circuit Judge, was frequently 
elected tothe Legisiature, held the office of 
United States Marshal, and was elected Lieuten- 
aut Governor. While holding this office he was 
unexpectedly elected to the United States Sen- 
ate in 1845. He took his seat at the in- 
coming of Mr. Potx’s administratio® in 
March, 1845. In 1851 he was re-clected. 
At the session of the Legislature in the win- 
ter of 1856-7, the Democrats had a majority on 
joint ballot. At that time it was the rule for 
the two Houses to meet in joint session to select 
Senators. The Republicans had a majority 
in one branch of the Legislature, end refused 
to pass an order to go inte joint ses- 
sion. The Democratio members of the 
House therefore beld what they called 
a Joint Convention, and elected Mr. Bator for 
a third term to the Senate. The question of the 
obvious illegality of the election was presented 
to the Senate, where it was permitted to rest un- 
acted on for along time; and, finally, suilicient 
Senators who could not vote to confirm him in 
the seat were induced to absent themselves, and 
thus permit the election to stand unchallenged. 

Mr. Berenr was a man of ordinary intelleo- 
tual abilities. He was not an educated man, 
nor one of profound thought.. He was, how- 
ever, an adroit and akillful politician, profuse in 
his professions, and equally insincere. Suc- 
cosas was his measure of political rectitude.

New Yoru. May 20,—Judge Porter continued 
his argument in summing up for Beecher yes- 
terday.

Judge Por- 
ter’s address was tuil of fiery passages and sar- 
castic denunciations, but it assumed somewhat 
of a more argumentative character than 
on the preceding day. His delivery was 
rather monotonous, and many of his sen- 
tences were spoken in 80 low & voice 
as to be inaudible ia the more distant paris of 
the room. At times he threw much pathos into 
his tone and drew tears from the eyes of the 
counsel for the defendapt and many persons in 
the audience. He was frequently interrupted 
by suggestions from Mr Shearman, which he 
received very attentively. Beecher showed great 
interest in the argument, and kept his eyes fixed 
upon the speaker, making no attempt to conceal! 
the gratification with which he appeared to lis- 
ten to the efforts of the lawyer. Tilton main- 
tained his self-control with less appoar- 
ance of effort than on Wednes- 
day, and once very coolly interrupted Porter 
and corrected his reading of one of bis (Til- 
ton’s) letters. Tilton gave critical attention to 
the argument, following with book in band the 
citations, and reading from the evidence made 
by Judge Porter, and jotting down notes. The 
testimony of Bowen wee taken up near the 
close of the session, and Judge Porter imitated 
the manner in which Bowen had testified, put- 
ting his own interpretation upon Bowen's ex- 
pressions. Turning suddenly to Tilton, the law- 
yer caused a laugh by exclaiming, with ironical 
mile, After all, Theodore, don’t you think 
that Henry C. made a pretty poor witaers ?” 
Mr. Tilton darted back a eontemptuonusiook at 
the speaker. Judge Porter will continue his ar- 
gument to-morrow.

These men of 
thought and intelligence were too busy to leave 
their shops, factories, offices, patient, and pul- 
pits, to go to this place where goveroment was 
made, and made irrevocably. The basuw on 
which republics could rest enduringly was not 
extent o 1 numbers of population, 
increase of material wealth, bat, after all, the 
essential essence of Christianity: the recognition 
on the part of every one of the brotherhood of 
humanity en the one side, and the acceptance of 
individual responsibility en the other. 

After referring to the immense foreign emi- 
gration and its ignorance, the negroes at the 
South and their illiteracy, she said they were

The majority failed to be good citizens 
simply because of their ignorance. They 
voted ill and wrong because 
they .new no better. This ignorance should be 
considered by the American voter. It was not 
enough to say Things are well enough as they 
are. This is a land of general intelligence. 
There are free schools, apd I pay my tates. You 
cannot expect me to run after the tax-collector 
and see if he spends the money properly, or ran 
after the poor man to see if he sends his chil-

it cost $250 a year to support one who was a 
shame to society. It Was a class just above 
criminal about which Chicago was arying out 
to-day,—the repeaters and ruffiang who con- 
trolled the polls. The deplorable ignorance in 
this country was exhibited by. the .fact 
that of the „N- 4,523,089 could not 
read, and 5.658. 144 could not write. She 
advocated compulsory education, saying if the 
people would not take to it, ipshould be crammed 
down their throats for the good of the communi- 
ty, since not only their own welfare, but the wel- 
fare of the nation depended upon intelligence. 
The deepest disgrace did not reat upon ballot- 
box stuffers and repeaters, but upon the men who 
had taxable property aad enlightened bomes ; who 
had had opportunities of education [applause}, — 
men who had persistently, election after election, 
remained away from the polis until the leaders 
of ignorance had come to the conclusion that 
toere was not enough patriotism among the in- 
telligent men of Chicago to interfere with them.

The de- 
partment of the Board of Public Works was the 
first taken up, aod by the ime they had finished 
work they had cut down alout $60,000. As they 
are hardly one-third throagh with this depart- 
ment, the total reduction may be calculated at 
nearly a half-million.

THE SCALPERS’ BILL. 

The scalpers’ bill passed by the late Legiela- 
ture will go into effectin July. There is, how- 
ever, but little prospect that it will do any good 
whatever, and itis hard to see why the railroad 
companies should have made such strenuous ef- 
forts to have it passed, unless it was just for the 
fun of the thing. It is strange that the very 
companies which were the most anxious to have 
the bili become a law, are noW the ones that are 
taking measures to defeat its objects. 
As matters stand at present, not n 
single scalping office wil closed 
up on account of that law, and scalpers will con- 
tinue to carry dn as profitable a busmess as ever. 
A number of railroads are now engaged in pre- 
paring circulars and blanks authorizing the 
scalpers to continue to sell their tickets as 
regular agents. As most of the roads ard also 
violating the commission agreement, and pay 
Commissions as freely as ever, the scalpers have 
pons cause to be jubilant, as there is not the 
east prospect that their friends, the railroad 
managers, will allow any of them to go to the 
poor-house, the law to the contrary notwitn- 
standing. )
